Western European powers to uork 
for similar policies in foreign af­ 
fairs. defense and other matters. 
Regular meetings are called for 
between the chiefs of state, key 
ministers and military leaders. 
The passage repre.sented a great 
victorv for Adenauer, now 87 and 
due to retire in the fall. Through­ 
out his 14 years as chancellor he 
has sought French-German recon­ 
ciliation.

Without Strings? 


Convention of the American Federation of 
Arts in Fort Worth whooped it up for a rela­ 
tively new art. It is the art of extracting money 
from the government, in this case coaxing the 
government to become a major patron of the 
arts. 
One convention speaker, a socially-conscious 
historian named Henry Steele Commager, said 
there's no reason why government shouldn’t 
support the arts as it does science and educa­ 
tion. He concedes there are dangers in this sort, 
of involvement, but explains, “We must learn to 
live with the dangers of government.” 
Other speakers, among them museum direc­ 
tors. architectural deans and such, urged 
a 
massive increase in government support of the 
arts. Naturally, they are thinking in terms of 
money channeled into existing universities and 
museums, with no strings attached. 
That “no strings attached” condition, alas, 
is the flaw in the dream, for independence and 
subsidy are not compatible. The power of the 
purse is indisputable. 
.Nothing has happened to suggest that the 
great art works of the future will not emerge 
from the same source as in the past, from in­ 
dividuals afire with inspiration and endowed 
with the talent to transcribe it for others to 
experience.

Rut Pope .John's m essage dealt

since the angels over Bethlehem 
proclaimed the goal of peace on 
earth to men of good will.

must

Two Thoughts On Our Neo- Colonial Problem 


WASHINGTON 
In the .swiftly developing race 
relations problem in the United 
States, most of us have been con­ 
centrating our attention too nar­ 
rowly on the big. dram atic epi- 
s(xies, like the grim, mercifully 
ended crisis in Birmingham. 
This is a grave mistake, how­ 
ever. judging by a kind of census 
of .Negro protest demon.strations 
all over the country which was 
quietly taken by the Justice De­ 
partm ent at the end of the la.st 
week. 
In that one week, the De­ 
partm ent 
di.scovered 
that 
there 
had been no less than 43 m ajor 
and 
minor 
demonstrations, 
of 
which 10 were in the .North 
The demon.strations ranged in 
character from a .sit-in .staged in 
Philadelphia to protest segregated 
hou.sing. and the protests in F'.ngle- 
vvood, N J . aeamst school segre­

go that was touched off by the 
crisis in Birmingham.

demonstraticms, 
moreover, there were two other 
grave and sym ptom atic episodes. 
In Chicago, .Negroes attacked a 
white policeman, and the attack

Convention of the American Federation of 
Arts in Fort Worth whooped it up for a rela­ 
tively new art. It is the art of extracting money 
from the government, in this case coaxing the 
government to become a major patron of the 


arts. 
One convention speaker, a socially-conscious 
historian named Henry Steele Commager, said 
there's no reason why government shouldn’t 
support the arts as it does science and educa­ 
tion. He concedes there are dangers in this sort. 
of involvement, but explains, “We must learn to 
live with the dangers of government.” 
Other speakers, among them museum direc­ 
tors, architectural 
deans and such, urged a 
massive increase in government support of the 
arts. Naturally, they are thinking in terms of 
money channeled into existing universities and 
museums, with no strings attached. 
That “no strings attached” condition, alas, 
is the flaw in the dream, for independence and 
subsidy are not compatible. The power of the 
purse is indisputable. 
Nothing has happened to suggest that the 
great art works of the future will not emerge 
from the same source as in the past, from in­ 
dividuals afire with inspiration and endowed 
with the talent to transcribe it for others to 
experience. 
Governments, like committees, cannot cre­ 
ate, no matter how hard they try.

O ur 
TV p ro g ra m m e rs a r e courageous as lions when they 
co v er P ak istan or 
E urope. 
But w hen 
it com es to 
d o m estic m a tte rs , th e re are obvious lapses. 
A P re s i­ 
dential election g ets good coverage; so does the ex ­ 
ploration of outer space. 
But Miss E fron finds that, 
ov er a span of th re e y e ars, the TV s y s te m s devoted 
exactly two shows p e r y e a r to C ongress, and only one 
show in three y e a rs to the S uprem e Court.

npHE little Italian faming village of Sotto ii Monte was the scene of the birth on 
•** Nov. 25, 1881, of the man who was destined to become, in 1958, the leader of the 
world’s largest Christian church, Pope John XXIII. Angelo Giuseppe Roncalli had 
not yet turned twelve when he made his decision to devote his life to the work of the 
Roman Catholic church as a priest. Fourteen years later, he reached his goal when 
he was ordained. Appropriately, his first mass was said in St. Peter’s basilica. 
Father Roncalli’s career took an important turn in 1925 when Pope Pius XI ap­ 
pointed him an archbishop and assigned him to the diplomatic work of the church. 
His first post was Bulgaria and later he spent IO years in Istanbul as apostolic dele­ 
gate, including the critical days of World War' II. The final five months of the war 
found him in Paris as nuncio. 
He worked at the delicate job of overcoming the bitterness engendered under the 
rule of the Vichy government until Pope Pius XII elevated him, in 1953, to cardinal 
and patriarch of Venice. The greatest honor and the greatest responsibility his church 
can confer came to Cardinal Roncalli following the death of Pius when his fellow 
wearers of the red hat chose him as the 262nd pontiff.
